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EXECUTION OF THE EMPEROR 
MAXIMILIAN, 
SUFFICIENT time has eJapsed since the receipt of authentic 
intelligence concerning the fate of the Mexican Emperor to 
review that deplorable event and the circumstances which 
conduced to it with comparative calmness. The telegram 
which announced inet he had been shot by order of President 
Juarez excited a deep sensation—we think we may say a thrill 
of horror—throughout Europe. It was hardly possible at such 
& moment to contemplate with judicial impartiality what 
had been done, The shock which the news of it occasioned 
stirred such intense indignation, that few men were just 








then cool and collected enough to look upon the fact in all 
its bearings, to turn attention to the causes which had led to 
it, to weigh with discrimination the criminality of the men 
who were responsible for it, or to estimate the consequences 
resulting from it, But no reconsideration can efface from the 
public mind the painful impression which the first announce- 
ment of the fact left upon it—namely, that the execution of 
the ill-starred Monarch was an affront done to the spirit of 
the age, and was as barbarous as it seemed to be unnecessary. 

Our first thoughts, after the subsidence of excited emotions, 
naturally turn from Maximilian to Juarez, from the slain 
captive to the vindictive and inexorable captor, What 
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explanation can be given of the fatal resolution which this 
native ruler remorselessly carried into effect ? Juarez, although 
an Indian, seems to have been intent, on his election about five 
years ago to the chief magistracy of Mexico, upon reducing 
the chaos in which he found his country to settled order, 
and upon substituting law for anarchy, and the authority 
of civil tribunals for the violence of military adven- 
turers. He accepted office under the disadvantage of 
being held answerable for the international outrages of his 
predecessor, Miramon., The satisfaction he offered for them 
was regarded by the Emperor of the French as illusory. 
Mexico was imvaded by foreigners, Its Republican institu- 
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tions were swept aside, Its Presidential chair was overturaed 
to mske way for an Imperial throne, and Juarez himself was 
driven from the capital that the Emperor Maximilian might 


take possession of it and found a dynasty to which fature 


generations might look up with respect and pay their | 


homage. An ineffectual struggle of three years against 
the French army was not calculated to soften this man’s 
enmities—more especially as the Emperor at length determined 
to treat Juarez and his few scattered adherents as brigands, 
and, in pursuance of an ill-advised edict, shot as many of them 
as fell into his hands, and inflicted death upon all who were 
convicted of assisting them with food, shelter, or ammunition, 
When the war in the United States was brought to a close, 
and the French, in conformity with demands from Washington, 
quitted the Western continent, and the Government of Juarez 
was recognised, and the gallant resolution of the Emperor to 
remain in Mexico and fight out the contest was seen to be 
futile, Maximilian occupied the same position with regard 
to the Republic which Juarez had previously occupied 
with regard to the Empire. Then came into play the 
game of “Measure for measure.” It was a blunder, 
it was a crime; but it can hardly be looked upon with 
astonishment, as if unprecedented. The Indian victor saw 
no more in the scion of Hapsburg than the Monarch had seen 
in the President Juarez. . No veneration for 
Royalty restrained his desire for retaliation, 
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It was an unhappy feature of Maximilian’s enterprise that 
the infamous Miramon was so closely associated with it. To 
the influence of this unscrupulous General the sanguinary edict 
to which we have already alluded and the restoration of 
peonage— measures so entirely at variance with the personal 
character of the Emperor—may, with a high degree of pr 
bability, be ascribed. 
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The bloody tragedy has thrown a deep shadow of gloom 
ever the Tuileries, 
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It is a sad dénofiment of the Empe 
has come abont, too, through him—or rather 
through the necessities imposed upon him by forces which he 
originally miscalculated, Men are wise after the event. If 
Napoleon erred in his project, there were nota few who, when 
it looked promising, gave it the sanction of their approbation 
He could not— or at any rate, he did not—foresee the reunion 
of the American States. He could not resist the peremptory 
demand of the Washington Government that his troops should 
be recalled from Mexico without exposing the empire at 
home to the chance of dissolution in an attempt to save the 
empire which he had created abroad. He had to give up his 
experiment or to involve his people, who never favoured it, in a 
terrible war. He wisely preferred the first to the last, But 
the event which has resulted from that decision is none the 
less distressing to him that he would have prevented it if it 
bad been possible. The catastrophe will bring home to his 
mind the conviction that in going beyond his legitimate 
sphere in pursuance of even a great and beneficent “idea” a 
Sovereign enters upon a region of chances in which success is 
improbable as well as cost)y, and failure brings with it heavy 
retribution, 
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As to the part contributed by the United States of America 
towards the ghastly result, it may suffice to observe that the 
original project was Jaunched in opposition to the stern pro- 
test of Mr, Lincoln’s Government then in the most critical 
stage of a great civil war, that national policy is never turned 
aside by mere sentiment, and that the Secretary of State em- 
ployed all the influence at his command to save the life of 
the Emperor Maximilian, We cannot see how the event 
which, no doubt, America deplores in common with the rest 
of the civilised world, can be justly brought home to 
her door. She bas acted throughout in accordance with the 
well-known traditional maxim of her successive Cabinets for 
nearly half a century—a maxim which was sanctioned, if not 
suggested, by Mr. Canning—and in enforcing her views she 
has exercised considerable forbearance, True, her interpo- 
sition sealed the fate of the Mexican empire ; but it must be 
borne in mind that the empire would never have had a being 
if advantage had not been taken of her domestic calamities 
10 found it, She could not well have done otherwise than she 


| has dene, without dropping out the key-stone of her foreign 
| policy, 

| The world will long point back to Maximilian’s career 
| and its close as one of the most romantic and personally dis- 
astrous episodes of history, and as illustrating most painfully 
| the unwisdom cf tempting fortune, There is a grave lesson 
to be learned from his tragical fate, and we cannot but hope 
that Princes, whom it most concerns, will lay it to heart, The

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, July 11, 

Tue arrival of the news of the death of the Emperor Maximilian has 
interfered in some measure with the programme of our fétes and 
grand doings in honour of the distinguished guests who continue to 
visit the French capital. The Saltan, instead of being féted within 
an inch of his life, oe been allowed a few days repose, which he has 
spent after his own fashion. He has visited the Invalides, for 
instance, and gazed, in his phlegmatic fashion, at the theatrical- 
looking tomb of the first Napoleon beneath the dome; and more- 
over, passed in review some of the old soldiers installed in 
this world-renowned military hospital. He has driven, too, in 
the Bois de Boulogne, where he was, of course, an object of 
the greatest attraction; has been to Versailles, St. Cloud, and 
St. Cyr, and has, of course, paid sundry visits to the Exhibition, 
where, because on one occasion, when the day was intensely hot, 
he retired to the aquarium, the coolest place in the entire palace 
and park, the papers have made merry with him—as if white heat 
was the temperature to which the Sultan of Turkey was habitually 
acenstomed. Like his great predecessor, the Caliph Haroun 
Alraschid, the Sultan, too, has a fondness for wandering about 
incognito after dusk, and has already seen, it is reported, some of the 
more remarkable phases of the night side of the French capital. 

Regardless of our mourning for poor Maximilian of Mexico, we 
have held a review in the Sultan’s honour; for it would never have 
done to allow him to quit France without giving him an idea of 
the of troops which France is prepared to bring into the field 
should the settlement of the never-ending Eastern question call at 
any time for her armed interference. You are doing the same thing 
in England, encouraging or intimidating him (I know not which, 
and question if the Sultan knows himself) witha display of your 
ironclads. Well, our review came off on Monday last in the 
Champs Elysées, and I know not how many thousand men of all 
arms bad been get together in that confined space. Troops, however 
poured into Paris from Versailles, St. Cloud, and Vincennes, and 
lines of infantry and cavalry were formed extending all the way from 
the Place de la Concorde right up to the Are de l’Etoile, thence 
along the Avenue du Roi de Rome to the plateau of the Trocadéro, 
| and down the Cours la Reine. The artillery was posted in the 
Avenues de la Grand-Armée de I'Impératrice, d’Eylau, de Wagram, 
de la Reine Hortense, and de Friedland, all diverging from the Arc 
de l'Etoile. At four o’clock the Emperor + ] i 
Prince Napoleon and the Saltan’s sons and nephew, and 
score of foreign Princes, as many Generals, some half-dozen Marshals 
of France, and a complete posee of officers, native and foreign, rode 
slowly into the Place de la Consorde, and proceeded up the Avenus 
des Champs Elyeées, loudly cheered by the crowds of people 
assembled. The Emperor rode his well-known bay; the Sultan 
was mounted on a spirited grey Arab charger, and rode like aa 
accomplished horseman. After riding along the entire line, the 
Imperial party halted in front of the Palais de l’Industrie, and the 
troops commenced to file past. As something like 40,000 men were 
assembled, this was a somewhat tedious affair; the Sultan, however, 
sat it out with his accustomed phlegm, but he was no doubt glad 
enongh to get released and return to the Elyse at seven o'clock, as 
after dinner he had an engagement at the Hotel de Ville, which had 
been magnificently fitted up with a view to a grand ball in his honour, 
but which the news of the death of the Emperor Maximiliaa had 
caused to be postponed. That the expense incurred might not be 
entirely thrown away, Baron Haussmann ingeniously suggested that 
he would like to show the Sultan over his official residence. The 
Sultan was pleazed to fall in with the Baron's view, and went to the 
Hotel de Ville accordingly, where, although he was not treated toa 
sight—which would have been a novel one to him—of several 
thousands of the rank and beanty of la belle France dancing all at 
one moment, he was regaled with a magnificent supper, and did not 
take his departure before one in the morning. 

We have replaced the Pacha of Egypt by the King of Wirtemborg, 
who arrived in Paris on Monday evening, and was visited by the 
Emperor on the following morning. We have also Prince Nicolas I. 
of Montenegro and the Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar sojourning 
amongst us. The Prince Imperial has gone to Bagnéres, in the 
south of France. 

Haironlah Effendi, the Imaun or Grand Almoner of the Sultan— 
the keeper of the conscience, in fact, of the Commander of the 
Faithful—has been exchanging visits with the Papal Nuncio and the 
Archbishop of Paris—a sign of the toleration of the age at any rate, 
if of nothing elee. Another notable fact is that Fuad Pacha, Prime 
Minister of Turkey, has been personally communicating to the 
editors of the chief Paris newspapers his programme of the future 
policy of that State, which ia, he says, to be “ liberal and just to all its 
subjects, by which means he hopes Turkey will gain the sympathies 
of enlightened Europe.” Words of moment these, spoken at this 
particnlar juncture by a powerful Moslem to a score of Franks who 
exercise no influence beyond that derived from their pens. 

The account of the last moments of the Emperor Maximilian 
which has appeared in several London newspapers, professedly from 
the Figaro, which is said to have received it by way of the Atlantic 
telegraph in the form of an extract from a New York journal, which 
is again eaid to have copied it from the Esperenza of Quaretaro, is 
a palpable forgery, and has all glong been looked upon as one over 
here, The singular thing is that the English newspapers shonid 
have published the forgery side by side with a genuine telegraphic 
communication from the United States, which made no aliusion to 
the pretended account of the Ewperor’s execution, 

The distinguished French critic, M. de Sainte Beuve, a man whose 
fame is world wide, has had a dispute in the Sonate with a M 
Laceze, a Republican converted to Imperialism, The former was 
certainly the aggrieved party; nevertheless the latter, to prove 
that Je was not in the wrong, challenged M, de Sainte 
Benve, who in dignified language refused to cross swords 
with the aggressor, “I do not,” says he, “accept as readily 
as msy be enpposed that summary jurisprudence which con- 
sists in strangling a qnestion and suppressing an individual in eight 
and forty hours. I will even very frankly confess to you that, among 
the numerons friends on whose devotedness I can count, I have not 
under my hand two or even one understanding the laws of dueliiag ; 
my friends in general are versed in subjects relative to thinking, 
writing, and speaking, which does not mean that they are less mon 
of honour on that account, but that they have taken no degree of 
doctor in arms.” In a second letter he refers the entire dispute to the 
public—“ the great public—than whom [ see no more competent 
judge—the whole world, in fact—that some one who has more shre wd- 
ness than any single individnal, and who has as much honour as any- 
body—honour which is not the mere point of honour, but in which 
reason has ite place.” The preas and public generally commend 
M. de St, Beuve for the course he has adopted. 

M. Ponsard, a dramatic author of high repute, best known for his 
“ Lucréce,” “L/Honneur et l’Argent,” “Le Lion Amoureux,” and

Swiss chdlet in the Rue dela POmpe.) He was made librarian of 
the Senate in 1852, but resigned his post after having fought a duel 
with Taxille Delord. Last year he was appointed by the Emperor 
librarian at the Elysee. 

Mr, Sothern has made his appearance at the Thédtre Italien, ia 
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his old character of Lord Dundreary, and has met with a hearty re- 
cognition on the part of the French press, who unite in extoliing the 
actor and condemning the piece, The venture of opening the 
Théatre Italien with a company of English actors promises, s> far

The scene at the Paris terminus of the Lyons and Mediterranean 
Railway on the day of the Sultan's arrival, when the Emperor 
Napoleon went there to meet him and conduct him to the palace of 
the Tuileries, is shown in our Illustration. Many thousands of 
people assembled in the streets near the Place de la Bastille to see 
their Imperial Majesties pasa, and the houses were decorated with 
flags. The interior of the railway station was adorned with long 
streamers and banners attached to a row of tall flag-staffs richly 


gilt; the waiting-room was splendidly fitted up, and seats were 





ranged for the accommodation of privileged spectators. The special 
train bringing the Sultan from Toulon arrived at a quarter * 
four, The Emperor Napoleon met him and shook hands with him 
on the platform. The two Sovereigns immediately entered a Court 
carriage, and, preceded by a detachment of lancers, drove off to the 
Taileries, The Emperor — was dressed in a military uniform ; 
the Sultan also wore a military uniform, richly embroidered ; and 
crossed by the ribbon of the Legion of Honour ; on his head was the fez 
cap. He attempted wary cogerly to enter into conversation with the 
Emperor ; but it is said he cannot speak French with ease or fluency,

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THe Reform Bill of 1867 has passed through the Committee 
of the House of Commons, That body has given such decided 
proof of its intention to get rid of the bill and to be troubled 
as little as possible with any more amendments or suggestions 
that we may with safety believe that the measure will go to 
the Lords, probably after a series of utterances, retrospective, 
prophetic, or congratulatory, on the concluding stages. No- 
thing is certain, however ; and after what the House has done 
and undone during this Session and the last, we should 
scarcely be justified in affirming positively that we see the 
end of all things until the Speaker shall have said “ That this 
bill do pass?" A sudden terror, one of those frights which 
the Greeks supposed to be caused by “the great god Pan,” 
who, in spite of the legend, is not dead, may arrest the 
measure or suspend its action, 

We cay this not only because, as we have all along declared, 
it is imporsible for any person to say what will be the actual 
working of this bill, should it become law, but because the 
extreme party, now that the measure is thought to be out of 
danger, give unreserved expression to their joy, and that joy 
may have an action upon other minds than theirown. It is 
due to all classes that they should know what the party repre- 
rented by Mr. Bright think of the Reform Bill, In the 
presence of a certain great feature of the measure they see 
nothing but Democracy, a little insulted rather than impeded 
by some trifling checks which it will be the early duty of a 
reformed House of Commons to sweep away, “The redis- 
tribution clauses are things to be got rid of and forgotten ; 
but the enfranchisement clauses have been so great and 
liberal that the passing of this Tory Reform Bill is the 
realisation of that great popular dream which, a month or 
two ago, was deemed chimerical.” Sospeaks the organ which 
ably interprets, and puts into good and scholarly English 
the rabidities and ab:urdities of the Agricultural Hall. The 
Reform Bill realises the dream of the ultra-reformers, They 
are almost as happy as they can be without manhood suffrage, 
vote by ballot, annual Parliaments, the abolition of the 
Peerage, the disendowment of the Church, and the “rectifica- 
tion " of the National Debt. “ All that stood between us and 
universal household franchise, with a supplementary lodger 
franchise, was the possibility that overseers might partially 
disfranchise voters not of their own colour, That danger 
has been removed,” And it is only wished that the original 
Conservative bill could be printed with the present one in 
such a way as to show how little Conservatism has had to do 
with the completion of this democratic measure, Right or 
wrong, such is the democratic view of the Reform Bill; and 
it is well that at this stage of the proceedings the country 
should exactly comprehend what Islington thinks of 
Westminster. 

Our duties not being those of partisanship, we can, without 
suspicion of unfairness, indicate the faiths of both sides; and 
we deem it very important that these faiths should be known, 
because there are certain responsibilities, which some persons 
may hereafter seek to escape, in connection with the results 
of this measure. If its effects be those which are expected 
by the ultra-Liberals, who now avow with satisfaction that 
they have a good grip at the lever which is to overthrow 
sundry things, it will be for those who have made that lever to 
justify their course, Todo Mr. Disraeli justice, he has desoried 
and defied the future. He talked the other night (in language 
which must have sent aloft the eye of many a reader, to assure 
himself that it was the Conservative leader, and not Mr, 
Bright who was speaking) of the ridiculous apprehensions of 
those who were afraid of secing between 300,000 and 400,000 
of their fellow-subjects placed upon the register. He, there- 
fore, believes that this same measure, which the Islington 
Hall speakers hail as a democratic lever, will produce no 
such consequences as those which are expected by the classes 
now to be admitted to power. This is not one of the lenst 
singular passages ina singular history, An enormous boy of 
men hail with delight a remedy which the statesman who has 
conducted it throvgh the House declares will be no remedy 
at all in the sense in which they understand it, The question 








who is in the right is not an unimportant one; yet there 
will be no means of solving it until we have to do with facts, 
not questions, 

We have no desire to withhold our own opinion on the subject. 
It is the business of every man to have an opinion on a great 
pational question, and to express his views. at fitting time; 
not to preserve a safe and cowardly silence, which shall 
enable him in the after days to declare his prescience uncon- 
tradicted, We have never expressed any admiration of this 
bill, or of the way in which it has been manipulated, It was 
originally in wrong hands, but this may be said to have been 
a necessity, The last Liberal Government could not carry a 
measure far less extensive than this ; and no Liberal Govern- 
ment—at least, in the present state of parties—could have 
carried this bill, The question, which had alternated from the 
keeping of each side, at length became the temporary property 
of the Derby Government. We know what sort of a proposal 
they first produced ; and we remember that, after the dis- 
ruption of the Cabinet, the new bill, of which this may be 
termed the nucleus, was stated by Mr. Disraeli to be of 
the kind originally designed by the Earlof Derby “a Reform 
bill, and not a niggard one.” But we will not ask him how 
far circumstances have conducted him beyond the bounds of 
what he then meant by niggardliness, The bill was taken 
in hand by the House, and became, as Mr. Gladstone said, the 
property of the House, not of the Government. This was a 
new, and, as we have frequently urged, an unconstitutional 
state of things, to be extenuated only on the ground that it 
was the only process by which a result, held to be necessary, 
could be attained. It is a novel thing, and we hope it will 
be a very rare thing, in the history of English government to 
find the Ministry merely registering the will of the House of 
Commons, But we could have had no bill without this, unless 
a course had been adopted which involved greater evils than 
a temporary departure from the traditions of government. Bat 
it is impossible to admire a bill so introduced and so treated, 
and we trust to have no more of such endeavours to dispense 
with Constitutional arrangements. 

As regards the bill itself, and subject to the remark with 
which we began—namely, that we are all so completely in the 
dark that speculation in the original sense of the word there 
can be done, and that guesswork is based upon ignorance— 
we must rest our hopes for the future on something better 
than figures and nobler than fears, We do not think that 
those who used to be called destructives have hold of anything 
like the leverage-power which they believe; but we cannot 
think, with Mr, Disraeli, that there will be no disturbance of 
many existing institutions, That there will be attempta to 
disturb many of them is certain, and it may be that in the 
attack and defence much good may be done in the way of 
purification and of improvement, Nothing puts a fine old 
fortification into such order as the having to hold it against 
all assault, We speak now only of institutions to which 
the nation clings with affection, though Islington may 
assailthem., Against these we believe that no serious attack 
will be made by the great body of the new constituency, and, 
did we believe it, we should have opposed an extension of the 
suffrage as heartily as we have supported it. We believe that 
the heart of the nation is sound, and that English good sense 
will dominate in the end. We look, however, to no rose- 
coloured future. Upon matters which are not of vital interest, 
and on which the expression of antagonistic feelings is fair, 
and must be tolerated, we may expect some severe struggles, 
and it may not be the Conservative portion of society that 
will always be victorious. But, balancing possible good and 
possible evil, and utterly refusing to believe that an orderly 
and law-loving people is, after a thousand years of social 
training, with liberty and religion as their household gods, 
about to rush into Democratic folly and ruin, we say that, 
though we could have wished for a different and a better bill, 
we see no reason “to despair of the Republic.”

MUSIC. 


Tue “musical season” in London is wellnigh over. The two groat 
Italian theatres are on the eve of closing; and all the concerts and 
other musical entertainments of any note — the concerts of the 
Philharmonic Society, the New Philharmonic concerts, the matinées 
of the Musical Union, the great choral performances at Exeter Hall 
and the Orystal Palace—have already been given, By the end of 
this month, therefore, the sound of music, with which London has 
been ringing, will be mute, and the tuneful tribe of summer-birds 
will be taking their flight to the climes whence they came, or seeking 
to prolong their harvest among us by going on tours throug our 

rovinces or obtaining engagements at the approaching Bir ainzgham 
Musical Festival and the “ meeting of the three choirs.” 

In regard to the Italian opera-houses, we observe that th: last 
novelty of the season at the Royal Italian Opera—Go.n id's 
“Romeo e Giulietta "—was produced on Thursday evening. O/ chis 
occurrence we shall take due notice next week. As a counter a a ice 
to this attraction, “Don Giovanni” was produced the same eveuiog 
at Her Majesty's, with all ible splendour and some new 
and remarkable features. e character of Donna Elvira, in 
particular, was sustained by Mdlle, Nilsson, the Swedish pri na donna, 
who has lately created so great a sensation at thisthewre. Tuis 
was a novelty of great importance. Elvira is, in truth, the real 
heroine of Mozart's chef-d’ceuvre ; but, by some unacec untable mis- 
take, is always assigned to some inferior performer, Oa this occa- 
sion the part, for once, was placed in competent hands. 

The twenty-third season of the Musical Union was brought to an 
end on July 2, with the “ Director's Grand Matinée,” as usual. Tue 
music on these occasions is more varied than at the ordinary 
matinées, This performance included Beethoven's septet for striaged 
and wind instruments ; Hummel’s grand septet in D minor; 4 p>r- 
tion of Beethoven's posthumous quartet in B flat, op. 130; solos on 
the piano and violin; and v ieces. The performer: were— 
piano, Rubinstein; first and second violin, Vieuxtemps ani Ries ; 
viola, Goffrie; violoncello, Jacquard; flute, Pratten; clarinet, 
Lazarus; horn, C. Harper ; oboe, Barret; bassoon, Mr. Hutchias ; 
contrabasso, Mr. Howell ; and vocalist, M. Jules Lefort. Takeu 
altogether, this was the most splendid and successfal concert thas 
Mr. Ella bas ever given. 

Mra. Holman Andrews, the well-known and esteemed teacer of 
singing, gives annually, at her residence, in Bedford-square, an 
annual musical soirée, to enable her frieads and patrons to judge of 
the success of her labours. This concert was given, on Tuesday last, 
to a crowded and fashionable andience. The first part included 
Haydn's Mass in OC, executed with much effect by Mrs. Andrews’ 
vocal class ; a part-song by Henry Smart ; and Mendelssohn's * Hear 
my prayer,” the solo parts being taken by Miss Arabella Sythe, 
and Miss H,. Edith Andrews, a daughter of Mrs, Andrews, a young 
lady of great promise, The second part contained pieces by Mozart, 
Mendelesohn, Weber, Rossini, and Gounod, exceedingly well sung 
by Mrs. Andrews’ pupils, and warmly and deservedly appl:uded.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE greatest constitutional assembly in the world invariably becomes 
plastic and manageable wher the “dog star rages.” The last few 
days have seen one of the most notable instances of that influence, 
for the Reform BilJ, which on the face of it threatened to occapy the 
House of Commons for at least three weeks more, will now occupy 
about just as many days. Everything has been done in a rash, and 
what could not be overleaped has been broken through. All the 
roceedings have been carried on in a sort of flash, and incident has 

en lost in rapidity of motion, With that “unerring instinct” 
which in him is a sixth sense, Mr, Disraeli, nearly a 
week age, uttered a hint which germinated very soon, 
It was on this wise. In the quietest possible manner, he observed 
that, looking to the numerous new clauses, all of them belonging to 
private members, which still stood for consideration, it was dou>:fal 
whether the darling and universal wish of the House (even Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Bright included now) that the bill should be 
passed would be attained unless these clauses were put into 
abeyance—which meant set aside altogether—and the schedules 
taken first. The well-wishers who had no new clauses caught 
at the icea eagerly; the clause-bearers growled a little; and 
Lord Cranbourne, who would not object to an earthquake which 
would st¢p the measure, objected in his sub-acid manner to 
the irregularity of proceeding implied. Very judiciously Mr. 
Disraeli put on no pressure, almost carelessly referred the 
matter to the House, and left his crafty suggestion to work on 
the minds, as the heat of the atmosphere was working on 
the physiques, of members, who are only men, and, a;

in bis eye, spoke in quite that manner by which he first won 
a position in the House, there was so much of success achieved by 
Mr. Lowe as was implied in an adjourned debate, and a division which 
showed a goodly array of supporters, culled, like a Parliamentary 
posy, from all parts of the House. It was curious to observe how young 
and comparatively undistinguished members succeeded each other oa 
both sides of the House as advocates of the scheme. There were, amongst 
the Liberals, Mr. Shaw Lefevre, Mr. Morrison, and Sir Fowell 
3uxton—who, by-the-way, was rather maltreated by the House, 
under circumstances when he might have expected indulgence and 
a hearing ; and, amongst Ministerialists proper, as distinguished 
from the Cranbourneites, Mr. Beach and Mr. Gorat, the latter 

entleman making good use of a favourable opportunity to give the 

ouse a taste of the quality which is in him. Then, too, it was 
obs«rvable that Mr. Bright replied directly to Mr. Fawcett, and Mr. 
Stusrt Mill sought at once to follow Mr. Bright, and, when he got 
his chance, distinctly and unequivocally retorted upon the member 
for Bimingbam, and made him and his argument the text of 
his speech. One incident was particularly curious ; for when, on the

The 
humour of members was unmistakable: to get along at all 
costs, and to shake off the incubus of Committee under which 
they had evffered for three months and a day, they were 
resolycd. On both sides, and notably on the Opposition side, and 
still more notably amongst that section which was (for the phrase 
bas passed away now, the power of the body being too much 
acknowledged for anyone to talk of it in the terms of ridicule which 
a nickname implies) known as the “ Tea-party,” those inarticulate 
sounds which are used to drown more or less articulate speech, were 
brought into play, with all the signs of organisation. hen, there- 
fore, without interference from Mr, Disraeli—he knowing better than 
to interfere—private members began to air their crotcheta in the form 
of clausee, they soon found themselves in the position of Parliamentary 
ninepins—only set up to be knocked down. Proposition after proposi- 
tion was hurled into the limbo of legislative abortions without 
sparing until a clause was arrived at on which formal contention 
was unavoidable. This was a proposal made by Colonel Gilpin, 
a country member, the engrafting on whom of the Militia 
Colonel has produced a smart independent manner, a spice of 
opinionativeness, and a sharpness of speech, smacking of a habit of 
giving the word of command. Its object was to restore Luton—for 

was the true motive of the member for Bedfordshire—to the 
position of enfranchisement, which it had lost when Mr. Disraeli 
consented to give a third member to the great towns, of which Liver- 
pool and Manchester are types ; wa ot course, the other suppressed 
o— as Farnsley, St. Helens, and Keighley were for show included 
tle clanre. If Golonel Gilpin had been content with an abstract 
demand for the restoration of these towns to the place they held in 
the enfran:hising schedules, his task might have easier, though 
it might well have been bootless ; but rig y J took care to 
look out for the necessary members, and found them in certain 
boroughs with inhabitants just above 10,000 population, in the 
possession of two tatives, and of them he demanded one 
each for the new constituencies. At once there arose all sorts of 
remonstrance from the condemned ones of Tiverton, Tamworth, and 
Warwick, though for the fourth, Barnstaple, no one uplifted a voice. 
Thus there was wailing and gnashin of teeth by Mr. Denman 
and Mr. Walrond over threatened Tiverton, and it was note- 
worthy that when the former used what he deemed an unanswerable 
argument for Tiverton, that it should be preserved intact as a kind 
of memorial of Lord Palmerston, the suggestion was treated with 
something very like contumely. If solid oking—anomalous as the 
phrase seems, it is correct and applicable—could have created a 
special influence on behalf of Tamworth, Sir Robert Peel would 
have won it. Never was there such sententious drollery, which was 
sent like shells into the enemy's country, damaging Luton very 
severely, It was in truth quite a fireworky debate all through; 
and Colonel Gilpin wound up with some of the most direct Conserva- 
tive anathema on Mr, Disraeli that any one of the malcontents of 
that party have yet ventured upon. But the weight of the House 
Was agaist even one step backward or any attempt at undoing what 
had been done, and the clause went down before a large majority, 
the mixture of members of divers political opinions produciag a 
remarkable piece of Parliamentary mosaic. 

On the next day the dispoeition of the House to get on, and 
nothing elee, was more absolutely developed, and the epigrammatic 
reply of Mr. Di toa suggestion of Mr. Whalley about “increasing 
the prospects of ing the Bill”—that he “ had no desire to increase 
the prospect, as he was perfectly saticfied with it,” was fully justi- 
fied. All thoee members who ventured to interpose clauses or amend- 
mente, except Mr. Locke, who stood out. the hero of the hour with his 
Clause providing the modeof “demanding rates,” were hustled out of the 
way, and their talk cut short by loud cries of “Schedules !" Acoord- 
ingly, these supplements to the bill, but which, in fact, are its essence,

The Chancellor of the Exchequer stated, in reply to Mr. Hadfield. that, 
after Jan. 1 next, the postage between the United Kingdom and the United 
States of America would be redaced from is. to 6d., and that negotiations 
were now in progress for the reduction of postage to and from Pera, Chili, 
and other Weetern States of America. 


THE REFORM BILL. 

The House having gone into Committee on the Representation of the People 
Bill, 

Mr. Crawford moved a new clause to permit electors of the city of London 
to extend their residences to within twenty-five miles of the City boundary ; 
and, after some discussion, the clause was added to the bill. 

A new clause, proposed by Sir H. Verney, declaring officers of the metro- 
politan police and county constabulary not disqualified as electors, was 
negatived. 

Another clanse, submitted by Mr. Vance, providing that residence might 
be within seven miles of the confines of any city or borough, was briefly 
discussed, opposed by Sir R. Palmer and Mr, Headlam, and eventually 
withdrawn. 

On the motion of Mr, Russell Gurney, a clause was ordered to stand part of 
the bill disqualifying as voters for the county the persons reported guilty of 
bribery at Totnes, Great Yarmouth, Lancaster, and Reigate. 

Lord E. Cecil moved a clause diequalifying persons from voting who had 
been convicted of felony, larceny, perjury, or subornation of perjury. The 
clause was read the second time, notwithstanding a hint to the contrary from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer ; but, on the question that it be added to the 
bill, the opposition assumed a more decided tone, and Mr. Gladstone observe] 
that the Committee would perpetrate a grave error if they were to introduce 
a new principle of criminal law into the Reform Bill, by which the reool- 
lection of offences against society already condoned by punish t should be 
kept alive for an indefinite period.—Mr. Henley also opposed the clause 
which he said would operate with great severity ; as, if “a wretched boy’ 
were to steal a turnip in a field, and on conviction was flogged for the 
offence, he would be disqualified when grown to man’s estate from ever after 
exercising the franchise. The clause was likewise criticised in a hostile 
spirit by the Solicitor-General, and was eventually withdrawn. 

Propositions by Mr. H. Beaumont, to give a second member to Hudders- 
field; by Mr. J. B. Smith, restricting the opening of any inn or pubiie-house 
on polling-day ; by Mr. Dillwyn, to give another member to Swansea ; and 
by Mr. Monk, to create Clifton into a borough, and give it one member, were 
also withdrawn. 

Mr. Gladstone that the northern division of the county of 
Lancaster be divided into two divisions, and that each division be repre- 
sented by two members. The pro tion was supported by Mr. Algernon 
Egerton, Mr. Newdegate, and the Marquis of Hartington ; and opposed by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who contended that, taking into consider- 
ation the inc d rep tation given to the cities and boronghs of 
Lancashire, ample justice had been done to the claims of that county.

Forther progress was made in Committee on the Representation of the 
People Bill. 
After agreeing to a clause moved by Mr. Locke, providing that notice of a 
rate in arrear should be given to voters, several new claases, of which notice 
had been given, wore withdrawa.

Corrance, to enfranchise the town of Lowestoft; by Sir B. Dering, to divide 
the county of Kent into three parts and confer two members upon each ; by 
a bet -Major snd by Mr. Schriber, to give another member to 
Cheltenham. 


A motion by Mr. Cowper, to comprise in the borough of Hertford the towns 
of Ware and Hoddesden, and of Mr. Wood, that the borough of Knares- 
borongh should consist of the parishes of Knaresborough and Pannall, were 
with¢rawn, on an intimation by the Chancellor of the Exchequer that the 
question was one which came within the scope of the functions of the 
Boundary © issi *, who, if they deemed it desirable to enlarge the 
boundaries of any borough, would recommend it to the adoption of the House. 

Sir G. Grey was under the impression that the Boundary Commission had 
power only to extend the boundaries, and not to go to a distance and include 
an unrepresented town by grouping. 

Lord EB. Cecil wished to know what was the distance within which the 
Boundary Commissioners might group boroughs. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied that the Commissioners would 
have great powers with regard to the extension of boundaries, and would use 
their discretion in recommending the limit to which the process should be 
carried, 

All the new clanres having been disposed of, the schedales were taken into 
consideration. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer moved to substitute the following for the 
original clause A in the bill:—‘‘ Boroughs to return one member only in 
future Parliaments: Honiton, Thetford, Wells, Evesham, Marlborough, 
Harwich, Richmond, Lymington, Chippenham, Bridport, Stamford, Chippiug 
Wycombe, Poole, Knaresborough, Andover, Leominster, Tewkesbury, Ludlow, 
Ripon, Huntingdon, Maldon, Buckingham, Newport (Isle of Wight), New 
Malton, Tavistock, Lewes, Cirencester, Bodmin, Great Marlow, Devizes, 
Hertford, Dorchester, Lichfield, Cockermouth, Bridgnorth, Guildford, 
Chichester, Windsor.” 

The schedule was read the second time ; and, on the question that it stand 
part of the bill, Colonel Dyott and Mr. Wyld protested against the inclusion 
of Lichfield and Bodmin in the list, but without avail, and the schedule was 
agreed to. 

Schedule B (inclnding the list of enfranchised boronghs to return one 
member each) was ordered to stand part of the bill, after an ineffectual 
atvempt to add Rotherham, Doncaster, and Loweatoft to the number. The 
schedule, as flually adopted, contained the boroughs of Darlington. Hartlepool, 
Stockton, Gravesend, Burnley, Staleybridge, Wednesbury, Middle:borough, 
and Dewsbury. 

Schedule C (new boronghs formed by the division of the borough of the 
Tower Hamlets) was agreed to without discussion, The two new boroughs 
will consist—first, of the borough of the Tower Hamlets, comprising the 
parish of St. George-in-the-East, the hamlet of Mile-end Old Town, the 
Poplar, Stepney, and Whitechapel Unions, and the Tower of London; and, 
secondly, of the borough of Hackney, comprising the parishes of St. Joha, 
Hackney, St. Matthew, Bethnal-green, and St, Leonard's, Shoreditch. Afver 
a short discussion on schedule D (comprising counties to be divided), it was 
ordered to stand part of the bill, as was schedule B. 

The preamble was next agreed to; and the Chairman, amid loud cheers, 
was ordered to report the bill to the House on Friday.

EDUCATION OF THE POOR.

THE VOLUNTEERS AT WIMBLEDON, 


On Monday the eighth annual meeting of the National Rifle 
Association on Wim -common began, under the most auspicious 
circumstances. The camp makes a show, filling up a large 
space to the north of the butts, while on the far south, and a little 
to the eastward, is pitched the camp of the regulars and the Military 
Train, looking almost like the lines of an opposing force.

The shooting for the National Rifle Association 
bronze medal shows a similar improvement. Sergeant Knox, of the 
South Middlesex, scored 45. In 1864 the medal was taken with 
42 marks, in 1865 with 45, and last year with 40, the conditions each 
a being alike. For the Enfield association cup Mr. Edward 
oss made 20, the highest possible score at 200 yards, and 17 at 
500 yards. Last year 36 marks took the prize; there were then 
three ecores of 19 at 200 xX and one score of all bull's eyes at 500. 
The principal event of Tuesday was the international match with 
Enfield rifles between England, Scotland, and Ireland, which was 
wen by €cotland. Ireland had no chance from the first, but managed 
to beat the Fnglish at the 600-yards’ range by 25 marks; and she 
has also the good fortune to take the challenge cup, one of her re- 
rerentatives, Private Smyth (of the lst Lanark !), having made the 
ighest scoro of al) the sixty competitors. The gross score of Scotland 
is the bighest yet mage in this international match, and is 16 marks 
moe than were made last year by the English, who were the then 
winners. England and Scotland have now each wan this match twice— 
the former in 1864 and 1866, and the latter in 1865 and 1867. In the 
Prince of Wales's prize the result raised rather a nice poiat—Corporal 
Hepplestone, of the Ist Manchester, and Private James, of the 
Queen's (Westminster), both scored 42; the former, however, was 
found to have made the most points at the last two shots at the 
Iengest range, and was therefore awarded the first prize.

as in those days it was considered, the martyrdom of St. Edmund, 
that any peculiar sanctity was attached to the place. The story 
goes, and, as Dogberry says, it would be “ flat ey as ever 
was committed” to disbelieve it, that Edmund, the last who bore 
the title of King of the East Angles, though he was tributary 
to the King of Wersex, after an unsuccessful engagemeat 
with the marauding Danes near Thetford, had the misfortune to fall 
into the hands of the yay They proposed that he should give 
up a large portion of his dominions to them, and on his refasal 
barbarously put him to death with the most ingenious cruelty, 


| Tying bim to an oak-tree in the forest of Hoxne, they first of all 


beat him with cudgels, and then made him a mark for their arrows, 
carefully avoiding any vital part, until he was exhausted with 


| torture. They then severed his head from his body, and threw his 


bleeding remains into the thickest part of the forest. Authorities 
differ as to which was found first, the head or the body, some 
alleging that the latter was discovered, in a perfectly preserved 
state, fifty years after the finding of the head. As to the head, the 
legends are very clear and explicit. They all agree that the King's 
sllemens searched in vain for it until they were miraculous!

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THE VISIT OF THE BELGIANS. 


A CONSIDERABLE number of Belgian officers, in hand- 
some uniforms, arrived, as a sort of advanced guard, in 
London on Wednesday ; but the bulk of our visitors came 
on Thursday afternoon. They number about 2500 of 
various corps of Belgian riflemen, independent of very 
many Felgians and Frenchmen who have been attracted 
hither by the promised entertainments. The volunteers, 
1200 of whom compoce the Brussc ls contingent, embarked 
at Antwerp on Wednesday afternoon, in Belgian mail- 
steamers, for the Warden Channel, where they were trans- 
ferred to the British transport Serapis, which, shortly 
before five o'clock, steamed away for Gravesend, where 
they were met by a deputation from the reception com- 
mittee. They proceeded to London, mostly, in the river 
steamers. 

The reception committee have settled on an excellent 
programme, as follows :— 

Friday, July 12.—Dejeiner and reception at Guildhall 
by the Lord Mayor and City Corporation. In the evening, 
a soirée at the South Kensington Museum, 

Saturday, July 13.—Reception at Wimbledon by the 
Prince of Wales and presentation of the British medals to 
the Belgian ritiemen. This has been arranged to tak 
place as nearly as possible about one o'clock, and the 
Belgians are to march from Wimbledon station, escorted 
by a guard of honour of volunteers. 

Although Sunday, the 14th, is a blank, so far as any 
oTicis) arrangements are concerned, still the Zoological 
Society have, in the most liberal manner, placed their 
beautiful gardens in Regent's Park entirely at the service 
of ovr guests, who have only to present themselves to 
eneure free ingress on that day.

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THE VICEROY OF EGYPT, 


His Highness Ismail Pacha, Vice- 
roy of Egypt, who arrived in 
London on Saturday last, is a 
nephew of the late Viceroy, Said 
Pacha, who visited this country 
about six years ago, He was born 
at Cairo in the Mohammedan year 
of the Hegira 1248, which is the 
1830 of the Christian era, He 
the second of the three sons of 
Ibrahim Pacha, the redoubtable 
conqueror of Syria in 1841, when 
Mahomet Ali, his father, then ruler 
of Egypt, renounced his vassalage 
to the Sultan, and threatened not 
only to make Egypt an inde- 
mdent State, but to deprive the 
urkish empire of its most valu- 
able Asiatic provinces, Ismail 
was sent to France, with his 
brother, to be educated in the 
school of the Etat Major, . Mili- 
Staff, till his return to t, 

in 1849. These young Princes 
maintained for some time an atti- 
tude of opposition to the govern- 
ment of Abbas Pacha, and in 
1858 Ismail was accused of being 
privy to the assassination of one 
of the Court favourites ; but this 
accusation fell to the ground, In 
1855 he again came to France on 
a confidential mission from his 
uncle, Said Pacha, to the Emperor 
Napoleon, and on his way home 
paid a visit to the Pope. He after- 
wards held important offices under 
the government of Said Pacha, 
and was appointed Regent 
during the absence of the Viceroy 
in 1861, At the end of the same 
year he took the command of an 
army of 14,000 men for the sub- 
jugation of the rebellious tribes on 
the Soudan frontier, a task which 
he promptly accomplished. Ismail 
Pacha succeeded to the vice- 
royalty in January, 1863. During 
his reign and that of his prede- 
cessor great reforms have been 
effected in the Egyptian Adminis- 
tration, and the development of 
agriculture and commerce has 
been extraordinary, which is 
partly due to the high price of 
cotton, The present Viceroy, 
having cultivated that plant toan 
immense extent on his own es- 
tates, is now rcckoned one of the 
richest men in the world. He has 
taken care to be on the best terms 
with England and France, Though 
his prohibition of Ee. forced em- 
ployment of the tian - 
santry in the works of the Bnez 
Canal seemed at one time, three 
years “go, likely to check the pro- 
gress of that great enterprise, the

pletion of the canal is no longer 
doubtful, by which ships will be 
enabled to pass to and fro between 
the Mediterranean and the Indian 
Ocean, to the great advantage of 
French, Italian, and Greek naviga- 
tion. The British Government, on 
the other hand, is much indebted to 
the Viceroy of Egypt for his readi- 
ness to grant every accommodation 
for the conveyance of the Indian 
mails by the railway from Alex- 
andria to Suez, and latterly for 
permission to send British troops 
to India by that route, and to 
bring them Lene in the same way 
after their respective terms of ser- 
vice, We have spoken on former 
eccasions of the arrangements 
made for this purpose, and of 
the new  transport-ships — the 
Serapis, the Euphrates, and three 
others—which have been built for 
the conveyance of the troops, in 
the first instance from England 
to Alexandria, and subsequently 
down the Red Sea from Suez on 
their way to Bombay, Madras, or 
Calcutta. An Engraving in this 
week’s Paper gives a view of the 
ace at Alexandria which the 
iceroy has placed at the disposal 
of her Majesty’s Government, to 
be used as a transit-office for the 
British army in the Indian ser- 
vice.

THE ALEXANDRA INFANT 
ORPHANAGE. 
Tae foundation-stone of the new 
building of the Alexandra Orphan- 
age for Infants, on Hornsey-rise, 
was laid, on Saturday, by her 
Grace the Duchess of Sutherland, 
in the absence of her Royal High- 
ness the Princess of Wales. e 
Duchess, upon her arrival, was 
received by Earl and Countess 
Granville, with Lady Florence 
Gower, the Marchioness of Kil- 
dare, Lord Henry Vane and Lady 
Vane, the Duchess di San Arpino, 
Lord Ronald Gower, and by the 
Rev. Daniel 
Islington ; the Rev. Dr. Cumming, 
and other clergymen. Fifty 
orphan children of the institution, 
and fifty children of the Orphan 
school, Haverstock-hill, with some 
of those of the Caledonian 
Schools, formed a double line 
through which the visitors en- 
tered, whilst the band of the 
Royal Caledonian Asylum and 
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another band played various tunes. 
having arrived at the marquee erected for the occasion, a hymn 
was sung, the Rev. Mr. Wilson read a chapter from the Bible, 
and @ prayer was a the Rev. Dr. Cumming. Another 
hymn having been sung, Mr. J. Soul, honorary secretary, read 
an address to the Duchess explaining the nature and objects 
of the charity, thanking her for her presence, and praying 
that she might long be spared to help the widow and orp! 
A copy of the address was presented to the Duchess, who read 
a brief speech in acknowledgment. Referring to the sad cause 
which had prevented her Royal Highness from being present, 
she observed :—“I believe I express not only my own feelings, 
but those of every woman here, when I say that the de- 
voted attachment and admiration felt for the Princess of 
Wales from the day when her Royal Highness first touched the 
shores of England have been increased in us tenfold by the courage 
and cheerful brightness with which she has borne the long and 
suffering illness from which, by the blessing of God, she is now so 
nearly recovered.” This speech was loudly applanded. Mr. Barlow, 
the treasurer, then asked the Duchess to lay the foundation-stone ; 
Mr. Soul, the secretary, read the record upon it; Mr. A. R. Pite, the 
architect, explained the plans and elevations of the various buildings ; 
Mr. J. 8. Soul submitted acleverly-constructed model of the building 
which he intends to give to theinstitution. The bottle, with its us 
contents, was lowered into its place in the centre of the stone, and 
the rest of the ceremony was gone through. The trowel with which 
her Grace laid the stone was manufactured by Mr, J. W. 
Benson, It was of richly-engraved silver parcel-gilt, and decorated 
with precious stones. Upon the heart-shaped blade was an engrav- 
ing to illustrate the verse, “ Suffer little children to come unto me,” 
with some inscriptions referring to thecharity and the occasion, The 
handle was made of jasper, and ornamented with the ducal crown, mo- 
nograms, coronets, and Royal plumes, and at the junction of the handle 
with the blade were two little figures of a boy and a girl bearing a 
shield containing the Princess of Wales's monogram and the happy 
motto of the institution, “ Take this child and nurse him for me.” 
The stone having been declared “ well and truly laid,” several con- 
tributions in purses were presented, and a newly-composed — in 
praise of “Our pretty home, our pretty home,” was sung, in con- 
clusion, by the infants, e company afterwards of a 
Géjefiner at the further end of the tent. Earl Granville took the 
ehair, and a few toasts were given, “Success to the Alexandra 
©: phanage for Infants” being the chief. There are some h that 
the orphanage will be opened next year by the Princess of Wale-. 

The Alexandra Orphanage was established in 1864, and in the first 
two years and a half ninety applications for admission were received. 
Of these sixty have been granted. The intention is to erect a central 
building for schools, dining-hall, and domestic offices, and on each 
side separate houses for the accommodation of twenty-five infants 
each, every house to be under the charge of competent nurses, The 
houses will be connected with the central building by a covered way, 
so that the little inmates may move about regardless of weather. 
Each house will have a distinct playground. Two ordinary houses 
in the neighbourhood are at present being occupied for the purposes 
of the orphanage. The committee in their second annual go 
make a very urgent appeal for funds, which is clearly justified by 
their statement that, although a donor offered to give £1000 for 
building if another £1000 could be raised to help to pay for the land, 
only £200 has been received in response to the challenge. It is hoped 
eventually to build sixteen houses, but only half that number will 
be attempted at present. 

The architects of the building are Messrs. W. G. Habershon and 
A. BR, Pite, of Bloomsbury-square.

DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES. 

Some account was given last week of the ceremony of distributing 
the prizes of the Exhibition, on Monday week, not in the Palace of 
this Exhibition, but in the Palais de l'Indnustrie, which was built for 
the Exhibition of 1855, in the Champs Elysées. The prizes were 
handed to the most successful exhibitors by the Emperor Napoleon 
himself. He arrived there at two o'clock precisely, in the mag- 
nificent coach used on the occasion of his marriage, and also for the 
bap‘ism of the Prince Imperial. The body of this coach is red and 
gold, with panels of glass. It was drawn by eight horses gorgeously 
decked out. The Emperor was preceded by members of his family and 
of his Court in glittering equipages, and was surrounded by officers of 
every description in bright uniforms, and by servants in the Imperial 
liveries wearing the three-cornered hat fringed with white and 
green feathers. The procession was led and followed by troops 
of the Cent Gardes and squadrons of Lancers, whose blue and white 
and red and white uniforms had a peculiar liveliness of effect. 
The [Illustration on our front page shows the arrival of the Emperor 
at the Palais de l' Industrie. 

The splendid scene of the interior of the Palais de l'Industrie, 
decorated for the occasion, is the subject of the large Engraving 
which fills the two middle of this Number. The nave of the 
building is a large central hall, round which the various galleries or 
aisles are built—an immense oblong space, more than 220 yards in 
length, and covered with one broad arch of glass. All round the 
floor of this vast hall were ranged, tier upon tier, rows of crimson- 
coloured benches, enough to seat 12, people ; and above these 
benches a raised gallery of light construction, which makes the 
circuit of the walls, offered comfortable accommodation for about 
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Dufresne ; and the trophy also c utaineda landscape painted by 
Bouquet on a large enamelled s!ub; beautiful ivory miniatures ; 
photographic cameos ; engraved seals; splendid imens of bind- 
ing ; specimens of literature—that of England g represented by 
a cheap edition of “Tom Jones;” weapons of war curiously orna- 
mented ; philosophical instraments ; saws and knives for the use of 
surgeons ; fiddles, guitars, flutes, horns, accordeons ; and, at the base, 
a skirting of the tiles of Minton, The third troph: , illustrative of 
furniture, was arranged by M. Leroux. At the summit was a mag- 
nificent clock, and round it, on its shelves, were set the most beautiful 
fancies, wrought in wood, in metal, in porcelain, and in glass, There 
were silver vases and dishes of the finest workmanship by Elkington 
and Hancock ; porcelain of Sévres and St. Petersburg; the brilliant 
faience of Deek and Collinot; wondrous cut and coloured Tews by 
Baccarat and Count Schaffgotsch; Venetian glass by viati ; 
bronzes by Barbedienne, with his vases and trays of brilliant enamel 
cloisonné; church ornaments from Lyons, which are among the 
finest specimens of silversmiths’ work in the Exhibition. The ey 
of the fourth group was devised by M. Paroillée, who had to wor 
into it specimens of the clothing of all nations. It was surmounted 
by a cone, on which were hung shawls of delicate hue and finest 
work—Indian, French, Norwich; underneath were some brilliant 
Sos of silks, of laces, of fars ; and muslins, feathers and flowers 
of many hues set off the collection; and the base of the monument was 
draped with sober woollen fabrics. The fifth trophy was cons A 
by M. Chapon out of a variety of raw m It was very pic- 
turesque, consisting of shells, and sponges, and corals from distant 
seas, intermingled with cocoons of the silkworm clinging to the 
branches of the mulberry ; the skins of the leopard, the fine furs of 
ermine, and sable, and seals; hemp, and flax, and cotton ; ingots of 
platinum, silver, and gold ; blocks of coal and bars of iron ; rocks 
in which the turquoise is embedded, and rocks on which 
the amethyst ises; curious woods ;  tortoiseshells ; 
dyes of vio ul and vermilion; and specimens 
of the tobacco-leaf, here packed in bundles, there twisted into 
cigars, or growing in a flower-pot. The architect of the sixth 
trophy was M. who had arranged machinery and small 
models of machinery into a y pyramid; models of ships, looms, 
viaducts, lighthouses, peat es, turning-lathes, ploughs, 
locomotives, hammers, pickaxes, and tools of every di oye with 
a piece of submarine cable ; the whole pile was draped with fishing- 
nets, Theseventh trophy was arran by M. Hiser, setting before 
us the foods and drinks of mankind ; coffee in the bean and tea in 
the leaf, —- and lemons, breadfruit and menge, red pickles 
and green, loaves of sugar; sweetmeats of delicate hues, 
in gorgeous boxes; Peek, Frean, and Co.’s biscuits; Colman’s 
mustard; truffies, mushrooms, carrots, chocolate; meat, and 
pastry, and various kinds of solid food; and bottles of wine 
and ale, The hth trophy _—— agriculture, and 
was the work of M. Hockerau. e great ox of the last 
Mardi Gras was stuffed and raised high on a pedestal, with sh 
and poultry around him, and the base of the monument was dupa 
with sheaves of corn ; farm tools were hung on its sides.

The last trophy was the design of M. Rumpelmayer, and was 
intended to illustrate the tenth up of things exhibited in the 
Champ de Mars, “ Articles exhibited with the special object of im- 
proving the physical and moral condition of the people.” These 
ae gave a remarkable appearance to the — central platform 
of the amphitheatre, filled as it was with seats between the trophies, 
on which the prize-winners had to sit, each near the trophy of the 
group to which he belonged. 

The Emperor took the centre throne, with the Sultan on his right 
hand and the Empress on his left, with the little Prince Imperial b 
her side. Next the latter sat the Viceroy and the Sultan’s son, wi 
Prince Humbert, Princess Mathilde, and Prince Napoleon. On a 
chair of state, but not a throne, and a little behind that of the 
Emperor and the Sultan, sat the Prince of Wales. The Duke of 
Cambridge, with some of the foreign Princes and Ministers, occu- 

ied seats to the left of the throne, and behind all were ranged the 

mperial Staff, members of the various households, and distinguished 
visitors. 

The proceedings on this occasion have been related by our Paris 
Correspondent. After the performance of Rossini’s bymn by the 
chorus and orchestra, M. Rouher, the Minister, vice-president of the 
Council of the Exhibition, read a lengthy report, in answer to which 
the Emperor delivered the following speech :— 

Gentlemen,—After an interval of twelve years I have come for the second 
time to distribute the rewards to those who have most distinguished themselves 
in those works which enrich nations, embellish life, and soften manners.

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“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


“TRE world is divided into two classes—those who have been found 
out, and those who have not.” Lord Eustace Cecil, adopting this 
cynical classification, proposes to apply it to Parliamentary electors, 
and to disfranchise altogether any person who has been convicted of 
felony, larceny, perjury, or subornation of perjury. At first blush 
there seems sense in this proposal. That class of on does 
not appear to be a desirable repository of political power. 
Bat we easily refine away common-sense suggestions, and 
the operation in this instance is very easy indeed. It did not 
require the intellect of Mr. Gladstone, or thg shrewdness 
of Mr. Henley, to advance objections to this slight attempt to 
purify the register. Disfranchisement is a punishment, the former 
urged, and people ought not to be punished twice for the offence, 
but, on the contrary, ought to be restored to freedom and hope. 
People are convicted of trumpery felonies, said the latter, and a 
stigma ought not to attach to them throughout life. For once Mr. 
Henley’s argument is better than Mr. Gladstone’s, If a vote isa 
trust, we think that the cestui-que trust may, without fastidiousness, 
object to a tainted trustee; and if the interest of the many is to be 
consulted rather than that of the few it is right that a few possibly 
reclaimed rascals should be inconvenienced rather than that a whole 
constituency should be exposed to the chance of getting an election 
turned by the votes of the disreputable. Mr. Healey’s illustration 
of a small boy who has stolen apples, but who may educate himself 
into 2 great statesman and steal majorities, is more to the purpose. 
Parliamentary wisdom might contrive a means of drawing the line 
somewhere. Lord E. Cecil has been at statistics, and has procured a 
return of the number of thieves and other bad people who have £10 
houses in the metropolis; and he stated that Mr. Harvey Lewis 
and Mr. Chambers would represent 59 thieves and 51 bad characters ;

The successful writers were Mr. Gilbert Murray, on “ Farming of 
Huntingdonshire ;” Mr. Crayston Webster, on “ Farming of West- 
morland;” Messrs. Cadle and Bubb, on “Farming Customs and 
Covenants of England;” Mrs. Somerville, Rufford Manor Farm, 
on “Farm Poultry ;” Mr. W. E. Litt, on “Diseases of the Bladder 
amongst Fattening Sheep and Lambs ;” and “ Agricola,” on “ Loans 
for Estate Improvements.’ Mr. Cadle took a prize of £50 last year for 
his essay on the farming of Worcestershire. Two ladies were 
amongst the very earliest members of the society; but this is, we 
think, the first time that one of the fair sex has won a prize for an 
essay. It seems that the band of the Coldstream Guards cannot 
be spared from London during the week of the Bury St. Edmunds 
meeting, and that the society have to look elsewhere for music. 

Mr, Holland brought up the report for the agricultural exami- 
nation, which is to commence at 12, Hanover-square, on April 20, 
Every candidate is to satisfy the examiners in the science and 
practice of agriculture and bookkeeping, and land surveying or 
mechanics, as applied to agriculture. A candidate for a 
first class must pass well in doth the above-named subjects, 
and also in chemistry. Any candidate who has fnifilled the 
foregoing conditions may offer himself for examination in botany, 
geology, and veterinary science, and any knowledge of these three 
subjects, if it does not fall below the minimum prescribed, will be 
counted to the candidate's credit in the general classification. The 
two classes will be made out in order of merit, and the first, second, 
and third in the first class will receive £30, £20, and £10 
respectively. Each first-class man becomes, by virtue of his certifi- 
cate, a life member of the society. Money or books to the value 
of £10 will also be given to the candidate who is first in any out of 
eight subjects, The scheme seems to be liberal and well 
arranged, and ought to set the Cirencester College men all reading 
for honours.
